NAVAL ORDNANCE BUREAU. 


Annual Repert Issued by. Chte? Ww. T. 
Sampson. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Nov. 8,--Oapt. W. 7. 
Sampson, Chief of the Naval Ordnance 
Bureau, has issued Bis agpuai report. In it 
he says that although.the modern guns 
authorized by law are practically completed, 
it would be unwise to cut short the work of 
tun Construction unti a reserve supply is in 
hand for an emergeacy.

BLAME TOM WALSH. 


Madison Athletic Club Officials Say 
He Preveated the F.gnt. 


ALLEGE THAT HE INDUCED 


HOTZ TO INTEEFEME. 


SHERIFF 


The Preprietor ef Madisen’s Big Gam- 
biing Hell Is Said to Have Blamed 
the Athletic Club Officials for His In- 
dictment by the Grand-jury—No In- 
terference by Mayor or Police. 


The officials of the Madison (III.) Athletic 
Club are unanimous in tre opinion that the 
arrest of Eddie Akern and Al Neist,who were 
giving a four- round sparring exhibition at 
that club’s arena last night, and of John 
Duffy, who was refereeing the affair, 
was prompted by Bookmaker Tom 
Walsh, one of the eontrolling 
spirits im both the Madison race 
track and Moste Carlo, the mammoth 
gambling establishment for ecenducting 
which he is said to have been jointly indicted 
with Louis Cella, his associate ia both ‘‘en- 
ter prises. Mike Walsh of the Athietic 
Club charges that Sherif Hots ‘came 
down from Edwardsville, the county seat of 
Madison County, with a posse of thirty-five 
armed depaties after he had been seen by 
Walsh who wanted him to make the arrests 
and virtually close up the fighting club. 
Walsh says that Sheriff Hotz and his deputies 
intended to imvade the ring while the 


Needham-Tracey bout was on. According 
to instractions, but wing to a delay, the 
programme had not reached that part of the 
entertainment, and the country officials 
made their play before the men ther were 
after had appeared, Neither Tracey nor 
Needham was arrested, and the Madison of- 
ficials made no attempt to find them. With 
Neist and Ahearn, who were handicapped, 
and Prof. Daffy the party returned to Ed- 
wardsville at 11 9’clock. Ball was 
refused and an offer to pay guards 
handsomely if the prisoners were 
allowed to remain ina hotel at Edwards- 
ville over night, was declined.

When the deputies jumped onto the plat- 
form on which the ring was pitched pistols 
were pientiful,and many spectators cousider 
themselves fortunate that none were prema- 
turely discharged, as tie deputies were 
nervous and anxious to show that they were 
not afraid. There was no resistance, and 
nothiag offensive was said to the officers by 
the spectators. Several spectators sought 
safety under the platform. 

They handcuffed the fighters witkout giv- 
ing them time to take off their gioves or put 
on their clothesand hustled them in their 
ring costumes to the gressing room. There 
the men were allowed to dress, and after be 
ing placed on a freight train, which was in 
waiting, were removed to Edwarisvilis. No 
handeaffs were placed on Referee Joan 
Duffy, who was arrested withthe men. The 
deputies did start to put them on him, but 
releated. 

Some minutes after Hotz and his men had 
departed, Manager Mike Walsh of the ath- 
letic club made an announeement that there 
would be mo farther attempt to bring off the 
Nedhbam-Tracey fight that night and the spec- 
tators left the tent. The fighters returned to 
this eity last night.
